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PREFACE 

The book in hand is an effort to make available the Shabad 
Kirtan (Sikh Holy Hymns), the way Bhai Sahib Bhai Randhir Singh 
Ji (1878 1961), a superb kirtania, used to recite He had a variety 
of Shabads with his composed melodies. After he left for his heavenly 
abode (16 April 1961), the sangat (his devotees) missed his kirtan 
because there were no audio-recordings those days. 

Bhai Mehar Singh, a kirtania and one of the okJ associates of 
Bhai Sahib has been reciting those Shabads and their melodies as it 
gives great joy and fulfilment to the Sangat. He w r as persuaded by 
Sangat to do version recording of Bhai Sahib’s Kirtan as it would be 
a great contribution to help Sikh Youth and other devotees all over 
the world to learn and recite the Shabads. 

The salient features of the present work are 

1. The audio-recording of shabads and melodies of Bhai 
Sahib. 

2. The musical notation of the melodies of Shabads. 

3. The English Transliteration, in vogue, of the Shabads to 
recite the same properly because there are vowel signs 
which appear with the final consonant of a word in 
Gurbaanee, but are not pronounced because they are 
there for the grammatical purposes. 

In the first part we are printing 12 Shabads’ musical notation. 
With a view to help the beginners to learn the Shabads with ease 
and convenience, we have undertaken the task of version recording 
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of the Shabads in' the cassette available along with the book Basic 
knowledge of music and the exercises to enable the reader to decipher 
the musical notations and requisite understanding of sound values of 
Gurmukhee alphabets and vowel signs to facilitate the reader to 
pronounce Gurbaanee correctly form English Transliteration is also 
given in the beginning. 

Hope that this will not only help in learning Shabad Kirtan 
but will give peace and joy to the devotees of Bhai Sahib Bhai 
Randhir Singh Ji by reciting his kirtan reets.

In your Harmonium, you will see that there are 23 white and 
16 black reeds. So there are 3 octaves I.e. lower, middle and higher. 
Keys played on lower octave appear with dots at the foot of the 
notation. For example <5 TJ "IT Keys played on middle octave do 
not have any signs and the keys played on higher octave appear 
with dots above the notation like ft 3 3T ft. 

Given below are 3 diagrams of harmonium indicating three 
different scales i.e. the first showing the starting of Sargam from 
first white note i.e. C note, the second showing the sargam starting 
from 1st black note i.e. Db note (for male voice) and the third 
showing the sargam starting from 5th white note i.e. G note (for 
female and child). 
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From the above 3 diagrams you will find that the Shudh 
Sawar (actual notes) fall on key numbers

The knowledge of (Taal) rhythm is also important. Rhythm 
helps to measure the duration of different keys to be played in 
certain time and the rest, where no playing or singing is done. 
There are beats to count the time. The counting of different number 
of beats from different patterns of Rhythms. For example 6 beats 
make Daadraa Taal and 8 beats make Kehrava Taal. 

There are signs of rhythms like (+) denotes the sum or the 
starting beat; the symbol S is used to extend the sound of the last 
syllable for the duration of the given beats for example 'P’s 
written over four beats, would read as "May-A Ree-ee; a hyphen (-) 
means to extend the last key just played, without striking it repeatedly; 
for example, FT- means play FT and extend its duration for another 
beat, whereas FT H means play FT for one beat, then strike FT again 
for another beat. 

Every rhythm has 2 parts i.e. taalee and khaalee. 1,2,3,4 are 
signs of taalee and 0 is for khaalee. Only Roopak tall is having sum 
on khaalee. So it has Q sign.
